eviction notice can now be issued、

Undsersheriff Jim Denman，who 


-iust jissue the notice，would not 


Teveal to East/West when the 
notice would be issued, but added 
that he does plan to issue them . 

Ifthe stay of execution had been 
allowed it would have prevented 
any issuing of eviction motices 
until the .appeals case concerning 
Judge Ira Brown's April 30 de- 
cision against the tenants had been 
completed. 

Last week a temporary stay 


granted by the appeals court 
averted the July 15 scheduled 
posting of the eviction notice，But 
this was only to last until the court 
had more time to decide on the 
stay of execution， 

However, the International Ho- 
tel Tenants _ Association lawyers 
are _ still taking the appeal on 
Brown's decision to the Supreme 
Court of California.

Immigration Service 
Seeks Community Worker 


SAN FRANCISCO-District Dir- 
ector David Ilchert of the San 
Francisco Imrmigration and Natura- 
lization Service told the Chinatown 
Press that his office has made nu- 
Inerous efforts to seek a person 
from the Chinese community to 
fill an investigator position. “But 
most Chinese Americans shy away 
once they are told that the job 
entails carrying a gun,”said Ilchert 
at an Openm House of the immi- 
外 ation office July 15. 

The position is still open，and 
he urged _ community persons to 


_apply. 


Jichert explained that when a 
Vacamcy exists，it is usually filled 
from within theranks of the Immi- 
gration Service and off the Civil 
Service Corminission hiring list、 If 
qualified persons from the com- 
munity are available, he urged that 
they apply with the Civil Service 
Cormmlssion. 

The Service has had three bi- 
lingual investigators recently， One 
“Passed away jlast year，another is 
about to retire, and the third went 
to a better-paying position at the 
Customs Service not long ago, ac- 
cording to Ilchert.， 


VIETNAMESE MOTHER'S WAR FINALLY OVER

YUMA，Ariz，(PNS) 一 The 
body of Huynh Thi O lies in an 
unmarked grave here， 

Linh，as her .friends knew her， 
fed her native Vietnam 15 months 
ago because She feared for the lives 
of her two half-American children 
in acommunist country. She died 
last month because an American 
family had taken away her child- 
ren for adoption. 

Linh died of a gunshot wound 
in _ the home of Deputy Sheriff 
John “Goldthorpe， her former 
Sponsor who had rejected her 
pleas for return of her five-year- 
old girl，Mai Hang，and her 
three-year-old boy, Hung， 

The roots of Linh's dispute with 


-the Goldthorpes date back to June 


1975; shortly after she and her 
children moved into their tem- 
Porary American home. 

Deputy Sheriff Coldthorpe took 
Linh to the county courthouse to 
sign papers releasing her children 
to him for adoption. Linh，who 
had little or no written knowledge 
of English，later toldq friends she 
understood the papers to be a 
merely technical，temporary

REGCAIN 

She said the Coldthorpes told 
her she could regain legal custody 
as Soon as She married or became 
self-supporting， : 

Two months ago Linh found 
work as a seamstress and asked the 
Goldthorpes for， return of the 
children. When the Goldthorpes 
told her they intended to adopt 
the children permanently，Linh 
flew into a rage. 

Goldthorpe and another deputy 
sheriff took Linh to Desert Manor， 
a_ private mental ， hospital in 
Yuma，where she was involun- 
tarily committee under the name 
of Lynn Marie Coldthorpe. 

Linh's Vietnamese friends say 
that when they tried to locate her， 
Goldthorpe told them she had 
moved to Tucson without her 
children. After 10 days under lock 
andkey, Linh was traced down by 
her friends and released. 

Once freed， Linh went to 
Carlos Flores，a resettlement offi- 
cer for the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence in Tucson，for assistance in 
regaining custody of Mai Hang 


and Hung， Flores notes,“I read 
the release，and there were no 
indications of any mental dis- 


order.” 
CHALLENGE 

With the heljp of Flores and 
others，Linh began to prepare a 
legal challenge to _ the Cold- 
thorpes” adqdoption “Proceedings， 
The Coldthorpes made it _ clear 
they would continue to oppose 
returning the children， 

On June 21，Linhs body was 
found on the floor of the Cold- 
thorpes living room. 

Her dqeath was first investigated 
by the Yuma County Sheriffs 
Dept.， for which Goldthorpe 
worked，but a week later was 
transferred to _ the Yuma City 
Police Dept. The police completed 
their investigation last week and 
ruled the death a suicide. 


Linh's death has become some- 
thing of a catse celepyre among the 
Vietnamese residents of Yuma and 
Tucson. Their angry letters have 
attracted the _ attention of Ariz- 
ona's attorney general， Bruce 
Babbitt，who promised last week 
he wouldq personally supervise a 
thorough review of the case. 


The critics of the official ruling 
charge, among otherthings, that: 

e Coldthorpe had previously 
threatened Linhs life， But police 
say the officer has submitted to 
two polygraph tests，and both 
have indicated his innocence-. 

HOLE 

eA bullet hole was found in 
Goldqthorpes living room wall; 
indicating a struggle. Police, how- 
ever; Say the hole was only a nail 
hole, and there were no bruises on 
Linh sbody to indqdicate a struggle. 

eA paraffin test and a neutron 
activation test indicated Linh had 
not fired a gun, But the police say 
that technical -problems actually 
gave inconcljusive test results, and 
the autopsy showed that the fatal 
shot was_ fired with the gun 
touching Linh's right temple，a 
Sign of suicide, 

e Linh was not a likely candi- 
date for suicide. She was fighting 
hard for return of her children 
and had much to live for，say her 
friends, The police claim Linh was 
emotionally disturbed，and note 
that she continued to _ visit a 
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Community Dialogue 


We commend efforts by the leaders at Chinese American 
Institute of Engineers for initiating a community forum to 
discuss common issues which affect Chinese Americans， 

Many remember how the Chinese in America were unilted 
duringthe Second World War to demonstrate against Imperial- 
ist Japan and to raise money in support of China's war efforts. 
Even though some of the fund-raising techniques were unz 
orthodox and the accounting system was less than perfect, no 
one can say that the Chinese in America were divided. 

Since theny it has been downhill al the way-. 

The Chinese American community is known for our 
cliquishness, divisiveness, destructive pettness, and,seemingly， 
a complete lack of qirection. 

And for good reasons. 

Our community has grown. With the infiux of new immi- 
gants who hold on to their old traditions and the increasing 
number of English-speaking young people growing up in our 
community, the ljanguage and' cultural gap ls understandably 
wide. 

The world has also_ changed dramatically. Our com- 
munity”s direction' for a long time has been dictated by 
China's politics. This foreign political influence, regardless of 
how much resistance is put up by our local community,， will 
continue to come from the other side of the Pacific so long 
as China remains divided. 了 Foreign influence will add to the 
complexity of -community organijzations and could easlly 
divert our focus for communjity action， 

The continual fight against bias and discrimination has 
frustrated and angered many in our community。 As a resujt， 
the different viewpoints and the different tactics toward 
issues have pittedindividual against individual, grouP against 
goup. 

Unity? No easy task. 

But getting together to discuss our common concerns 1s a

We wish to thank you for your 
efforts in your article of July 7 on 
the dissolution of 下 ast Bay Asians 
for Community Action (上 BACA)， 
It accurately reported many of the 
incidents that occurred,， However， 
the writers failure to understand 
the issues resulted in totally mis- 
characterizing the political qiffer- 
ences involved. We therefore feel 
compelled to make some clarifica- 
tions. 

EBACA is a mass-based demo- 
cratic rights community organiza- 
tion. In 1974，after summing up 
oOUr past work，we recognized the 
importance of: 1) community serv- 
ice; 2) community education; and 
3) organize to fight for our demo- 
cratic rights, and adopted them as 
our organizational goals and pur- 
poses, The fight for democratic 
Tights，such as decent employ- 
ment，quajlity _ education，decent 
housing，quality health-care and 


，child-care, is the fight of all work- 


ing people; these fundamental 
needs are being denied to all 
working people in general. At the 
same time, national minorities are 
the hardest hit，for discrimination 
and oppression of minorities are 
used by the bosses to split the unity 
of the working people， Thus 
EBACA has always seen the fight 
for democratic rights in and out of 
the minorities community，as the 
fight of ol working people，unit- 
ing together in true solidarity for a 
decent life. In the same context， 
we see organizing at the work- 
Place and democratic rights or- 
ganizing as complementary， In 
1974，for example，we actively 
Supported the struggles of Jung Sai 
and Lee Mah. 


ISSUES 
了 owever the article turns out 
to pit organizingin the community 
to _ fight for democratic rights 
against organizing in the work- 
Place: “The issue of politics (?) 
versus coOncentrating ones efforts 


on Asian or Chinese American 
community issues has plagued 
Progressive groups in S.E also.” 
This objectively is the exact line 
that is being pushed by the people: 
who have forcibly occupied the 
building,. Although they “claimed” 
in the article that“they could or- 
ganize on both levels” (which 
came to us as 3a SUITPIise，for their 
former Position was exactly the 
opPposite)，their gangster tactics 
proved that they wanted to de- 
stroy EBACA，a mass-based com- 
munity democratic rights orgamni- 
Zation, thus liquidqating the strug- 
gles of minorities for their demo- 
cratic rights.

HONG KONG (PNS) 一 With 
the Olympics and Davis Cup 
tennis tournament enmeshed in 
political turmoil，one internation- 
al competition 一 the Miss Universe 
beauty pageant 一 seems to _ float 
Serenely along on a silver cloud of 
ever-fast Smiles and sorority-song 
Unity. 

The Indian Ocean island of 
Manuritius has withdrawn from the 
Olympics to protest the presence 
of New Zealand，which recently 
sent a Tugby team to segregated 
South Africa; yet at the Miss 
Universe contest，Miss Mauritius 
joined symbolic hands not only 
with Miss New Zealand 一 but with 
Miss South Africa herself. 

HARMONY 

Mexico and India have refused 
in recent years to meet South 
Africa in the Davis Cup and have 
protested Chile's presence， Yet in 
Hong 了 ong July 11 for the 25th 
annual Miss Universe pageant， 
Miss Mexico,-Miss India， Miss 
<Chile and Miss South Africa all 
strode the stage in global har- 
moOny. 

And most striking of all，only a 
week after the Israeli commando 
raid at 了 ntebbe airport in Uganda 
had raised stinging worldwide 
debate，the contestant crowned 
Miss Universe for 1976 was 20- 
year-old Rina Messinger 一 Miss Is- 
Tael. 

The glittering spectacle was 
beamed live around the world by 
satellite (time to be shown at 10 
p.m,. July 10 in New York City) 
and watched, at least according to 
SDOnsors estimates, by as many a5 
half a billion people， 

Before Miss Israel's victory 
thrust Miss Universe into the 
political spotlight, the contest had 
always managed to parry contro- 
versy. A few years ago, in response 
to _ charges that such events were 
merely “cattle shows,”the TV 
hosts stopped announcing contes- 
tant s measurements. 

And now when the contestants 
show off their (very prim) swim- 
suits, they parade against a divert- 
ing backdrop of scenery such as 
Hong 下 ong Harbor. 


BALANCE 
While no blacks have ever been 
-Chosen Miss Universe, four Asians 
have; and while Miss U.S.A. has 
won four times，six Latin Amer- 
icans and eight 了 uropeans have 
also won, providing Some balance 
among those represented.this year 
Miss U.S.A. 一 not to be confused 
with Miss America，chosen in a 
separate contest 一 didnt even 

make the final twelve. 

Miss Cuatemala seemed on the 
verge of pojlitical statement this 
year when，after introducing her- 
self during the parade of nations， 
she used the forum to discuss her 
country s recent earthquake devas- 
tation,， But her final message Was 
upbeat:“Guatemaljla is back on its 
feet 一 a virtual word-for-word 
echo of her country's new tourist 
ad campaign. 

Miss JIsrael created  a stir， 
though，when she told reporters 
she woujd like totravel to an Arab 
country，unafraid because “Tm 
not a political figure.” 

Actually, according to a spokes- 
person for Miss Universe, Inc-, the 
New York-based company that 
organizes the contests，Messinger 
or any other Miss Universe prob- 
bably wont do all that much

world traveling anyway. 

Despite the 74 countries repre- 
sented on stage and despite an 
international array of judges，Miss 
Universe is _ essentially an Amer- 
ican operation，with most of the 
countries at least moderate friends 
of the U.S， 


“Most of hertravel will be in the 
U.S.，says a Miss Universe sSpokes- 
person. “We go _ where ”were 
invited， She may make three or 
four trips to foreign countries，like 
Australia，Colombia and Thai- 
ljand.” 

Usganda,，of course，will not be 
one of the countries issuing invi- 
tations，Uganda was not at the 
contest anyway，Nor were vir- 
tually any other African nations， 
except for South Africa _ and 
Americas closest ally on the 
continent, Liberia. Zaire，a recent 
participant, has dropped out. 

Arab nations were totally ab- 
sent,， although Moslem Turkey 
fielded a contestant.”Lebanon， 
whose representative was crowned 
Miss Universe in 1971，was under- 
standably missing. Iran has never 
participated. 

Communist countries were，as 
usual,，not Part of this“universe:” 
下 xcept one: Yugoslavia，currently 
trying to lure Western tourism and 
maintain as much distance from 
the Soviet Sphere as possible. 

There were contestants from 
most West 了 uropean countries， 
most Latin American countries， 
most _ pro-VWestern _ countreis in 
Asia.， South 和 Korea was there 
{called onlvy“Korea )，Japan，the 
Philippines，Singapore，Hong 
Kong，Thailand，Indonesia 一 but 
not the bugaboo of the Olympics， 
Taiwan， 

PROMOTIONS 

Nonetheless，Miss Universe also 
manages to bring together nations 
who normally have nothing to do 
with each other 一 Jike Creece and 
Turkey this year. “This goes far 
beyond a beauty contest， says a 
Miss Universe Spokesperson.“Miss 
Universe is an exercise in inter- 
national brotherhood.” 

Miss Universe， Inc.， jlicenses 
franchises to sponsors of the 
various national competitions， 
and says it welcomes any country's 
participation. In 卫 urope，most of 
the sponsors are magazines; in 


Mexico and some other countries， 
the sponsors are 工 V stations. 

This emphasis on Private enter- 
Prise may explain why a country 
like Mexico is apparently less 
concerned about its nominal rep- 
resentative doing ,battle with 
South Africa in a beauty pageant 
than in a tennis match . 

But，says Miss Universe，Inc.， 
many of the sponsors are actually 
the national tourist bureaus of the 
countries 一 a _ link as direct to 
politics as any national Olympic 
comrmittee. 

Miss Universe，Inc.，denies that 
this political connection has ever 
resulted in_ government pressures 
on the contest， “We wouldnt 
stand for 让 ,”a spokesperson says， 
”We cant tolerate any tampering 
with our ideals.” 

MONEY 

As a _ private enterprise， Miss 
Universe，Inc.，makes its money 
from the pageant telecast and a 
lucrative parcel of endorsements 
expected of the winner. 

Besides her $10,000 Pprize，a 
Scholarship，new car，mink coat 
and other awards，Miss Universe 
wins a $10,000 personal appear- 
ance contract. For this, says a Miss 
Universe，Inc.，spokesperson， 
“Shes supposed to go where we 
Send her.” 

That doesnt always happen， 
Two years ago, Miss Spain, having 
been crowned Miss Universe，de- 
cided to pursue an acting career 
and took off，abandoning her 
endorsement Schedule，According 
to reports in Hong Kong，she was

Miss Universe，Inc.，is a subsi- 
diary of 天 ayser-Roth”Co.， an 
apparel firm that was bought out 
in October 1975 by the giant New 
York-based conglomerate 
and Western: Kayser-Roth has 
major Operations in Puerto Rico， 
frequent site of the contest 也 Past 
years， 

The site of next years pageant， 
the Dominican Republic, is Gulf 
and Western's'economic strong- 
hold.，The conglomerate is the 
largest private landowner in that 
Caribbean country，with holdqings 
worth $200 million， mostly 记 
sugar cane fieldqs. 

Whoever is crowned Miss Uni- 
verse of 1977, next year's telecast is 
certain to pay glowing tribute to 
the delights of the Dominican 
Republic.
